NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 14th December, 1985 

GSR. 912CE).—In excrcLe of the powers confcrrcii 
by clause (5) of article 324 of the Constitution, the 
President is pleased to make the following rules fi .- 
ihcr to amend the Cliief Election Cozrunissioner's 
(Conditions of Service) Rules, 1472, namely t— 

1. Short title and commencement,—(1) lliesc 
rules may be called tlic Cliief Election Commissioner's 
(Conditions of Service) Amendment Rules, 1985. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of tlieir 
publication in the Ollicial Gazette. 

2. in the Chief Election Commissioner’s (Condi¬ 
tions of Service) Rules, 1972, for rule 5, the following 
rule shall be siib.stitiited, namely :— 

■'5. Pension and grutuity.—(1) A person, wliu, 
immediately before assuming office as Chief 
Election Commissioner was in the service 
of Government, shall, at his option to be 
exercised within a period of si,\ months 
from the dale of his assnniption of office a.s 
Chief Election Commissioner, be entitled to 
draw his pension and other retirement bene¬ 
fits under the rules applicable to the service 
to which he belonged 'xUh effect from such 
date : 

Provided that, in such an event. Ids pay 
as Chief Election Commissioner shall be re¬ 
duced by an amount equivalent to the gross 
pension (including any portion of the pen¬ 
sion wbich may have been commuted) and 
the pension equivalent of other retirement 
benefits, and he shall also be entitled to 
pension for the seixics' rendered as Chief 
Election Cominissioncr as provided in sub- 
rule (3). 

(2) A person who immediately before assuming 
office as Chief Election Cnniiiiissioner, was in the 
sciaieo of tile Government, shall, if lie does not exer¬ 
cise the option mentioned in suli-rn)c ()), be entitled 
to count his service as C.hicf Election Commissis'iier 
for pension and rs^iiremcnt bciielirs under the rules 
applicable to the service lo which he belonged im- 
mediarelv before such appointmeiit. 

(3) Subject to tlic provisions of .sub-rules (Tj and 
(2). a person w'ho. immediately before as-suming office 
as Chief Elect inn Commissioner, was not in the ser¬ 
vice of Government, .shall, on his ceasing to hold ollicL 
as Chief Election Conmii.ssioner, be paid fwhetber on 
the expiry of term or as a result of resignation] -i pen¬ 
sion at the rales specified in sub-rule ( 4 ) ; 

Provided that no such pension shall be payable to 
a person— 

fa) nnle.ss he has completed not less than three 
\ cars of service for pension as Chief Elet'llnn 
Commi.ssinner: or 
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(b) if he has been removed from olfice as Chief 
Jileetion Commissioner. 

Explanation.—Subject to Explanation 1] to sub- 
rwk (4), the pension payable to any person under this 
i»b-rulc shall, if he is already in reeeipi of anv other 
pension, be in addition to such other pension. 

>4) The pension payable under sub-rule (3) shall,— 

(a) in the ettse of a person who has completed 
five years of service as Chief Election Com¬ 
missioner, be an anionnl of rupees eicht 
thousand four hundred per annumt and 

(b) in the case of a person who has rendered 
service as Cliief t-lcctinn Commissioner for 
a period of three years or more but less than 
live years, he an amonni calculated bv 
multiplying the completed sears of service 
for pension by the aniouin of the maximum 
pension admissible under clause (a) and 
shall he divided by five. 

EXPLANATION 1.—The duration of service of a 
person as Chief Election Commissioner shall be com¬ 
puted in terms of completed year^; but if the balance 
•f service rendered is six months or more, additional 
benefit of half a year pension may be allowed. 

Explanation IT—Every person who is sanctioned 
pension under this rule shall be eligible for lU'aclcd 
Olief in pension at the rates applicable to Central 
•overnmcnl Officers from time to time. The amount 
df pension, including the pension, if ;my, which he is 


already in receipt of, plus the graded relief in pension, 
granted to a person who has served as Cliicf Election 
Commissioner shall not, however, exceed the overall 
ceiling fixed b) the Central Government for an officer 
of equivalent grade from linrc to tinre. 

(5) A person vvho has held the office of the Chief 
Election Commissioner shall, on demitting the said 
office, be paid a grattiity at the rate nf one-fourth of 
his monthly emoluments for each completed six 
monthly periods of service as Chief Election Com¬ 
missioner, subject to a maximum of rupees fifty 
thousand, including the amount, if any. of gratuity 
already received by him on retirement from service 
under the Government, 

(6) For the purprrscs of gjufuily admissible under 
.s«ub-rule (5), emoluments shall be subject to a maxi¬ 
mum of four thousand rupees per menseju, and shall 
be reckoned in accoixlance vvith rule 33 of the Central 
Civil Services (Pension) Rules. 1972,'’
